and have formed what is culled " ofjei Iiirs," 
or" drippings," (terms applied by dutfy mnn- 
ngcrs Ui tliu milk which is taken from the 
eoiv alter she is nenrly milked ) The " after- 
in^s" beinj; more ol the nature of .tiuiii, and 
consequently less fluid limn the first portion of 
the milk, have a greater tendency to uiljiere to 
Ihc lactiferous or milk lubes, It therefore re- 
quires more than the ordinary attention gener- 
ally given by milkers to abstract it wholly 
from the upper portion of the nchler. Per 
Imps in some of the small dairies, where the 
farmer or his wife ant] lamily mill; the whole 
ol I lie cows, the aftcrings are .sure lobe at- 
tended tu ; but in large dairies, where several 
persons are employed in milking, it becomes 
quite essential that some one interested, or 
some trustworthy person, should take care thai 
the whole of the milk, in every instance, be 
taken from ilio uldir; otherwise a very ser- 
ious loss will be miotnincd. Whoever lias ob- 
served the call in the act o[" sucking* must 
have noticed its natural propensity, even im 
mediately after its birth, to push its nose fre- 
quently and with considerable violence against 
the udder of lite eow, so much so that one 
might he apprehensive least its viojerco 
should increase the tendency ol iiiflnmiwtii n 
which the milking eow is liable to when fed 
on rich succulent food. This propensity in 
the calf is of course instinctive, and given by 
the Author ol Nature to cause the cow tOjgive 
all of her mil!, freely to her offspring ; und 
this disposition is not peculiar to the calf, bin 
is observed in the lamb and many other young 
animals. Hence it Follows, that milking liui-d 
or fast, or what is termed with a powerful 
Stroke," so as to agitate or shake the udder n 
good deal, but not to scatter the milk; is much 
more preferable than the slow method, und the 
idle or slow milker I would consider as uuf'n 
for the performance of a duty of such impor- 
tance to the owner ol a dairy. I would ob- 
serve to all milkers that they should mill; as 
fast ns their strength will allow them, and 
when they have drawn all the milk they can. 
in the usual method, they should be required 
to rub with moderate pro-sure the four quar- 
ters of the udder lor a few minutes with one 
hand while he milked with the Other, until 
the whole ba completely discharged. This 
plan, though so essential in keeping the cow 
up to her lull quantum of milk, will not, gen- 
erally speaking, occupy more than it minute or 
two, which is amply compensated lor. 

Murders in Palermo. — The Official 
/junior, of Pa.lermo, gives the following tla- 
tail* respecting the murders lately perpe- 
trated or attempted in that city: 

It appears that on n certain evening and 
nearly ct the same hour, fourteen persons 
were stillettood in different purls of the city, 
by men dressed alike and of the same stalnre 
bo as for a moment to lead lo the belief that 
the crimes were committed by the same 
man. The wounds were all inflicted with 
weapons of the same dimensions, and nearly 
nil the strokes were aimed at tho abdomen. 
Fortunately, at thd moment when the last 
victim fell, three officers of the 51st Hegi- 
meat, seeing the assassin in the act of tak- 
ing lo flight, pursued him. hut would most 
probably have been unable lo Caleb him, 
owing to his perfect knowledge of every 
lane and corner, had they not been joined by 
the commandant of the police and another 
man. The miscreant finding himself hard 
pressed, ran into a shoemaker's shop, and 
attempted to push one of the journeymen p'ff 
his stool ill order to take his place ami thus 
deceive his pursuers; but this device (lid 
nol succeed, and he was taken. The bloody 
knife, and a piece of paper with which he 
had endeavored to wipe it clean, were found 
about his person, and on being taken before 
the magistrate, he was recognized as being 
one Angolo Dangclo, once employed as a 
purler in the Custom-house. Alter sjrne 
hesitation he revealed the names of seven 
of his accomplices, who were immediately 
arrested ; and on the following day nnother 
inan was taken up on a similar charge, be- 
sides two others who had committed mur- 
ders at another time.

Dvernment has 

adopted-its silence in the matter-it is assumed 
to be its intention to postpone the matter till 
the public lose sight of it and the Colonial 
Treasury loses £'2000, or whatever may be 
the exact defalcation. Assuming it to be 
£2000, let us ask whether it can be possible 
that it is the intention of Government to al- 
low one-twelfth of the entire annual revenue of 
the Colony to be lost without any attempt be- 
ing made fro collect it ? It has been rumored 
—but /or the truth we shall , not at present 
vouch— that the Government is actually afrpid 
to exact from Gordon's bondsmen the deficien- 
cy; The causes have been obscurely hinted 
at, from which it would appear that the dis- 
closures would bo so damaging to men big!) in 
authority that they dare not bring the ease 
into court. It is not the lack of disposition to 
make the bondsmen pay— that we know. No 
leaning towards them would prevent suit be- 
ing entered. But the way in which the Trea- 
sury was managed during Mr. Gordon's in- 
cumbency would come more clearly before the 
public, revealing a glaring swindle, for which 
others tbtin the ex-Treasurer would be held 
responsible. No revelations brought out over 
. the Gordon trials would cause more interest 
in the public mind. 

So long, however, as the Assembly pusses 
over the matter without adverting to it. so 
long the Treasury will doubtless remain minus 
ils dues. I low our Assemblymen can justify 
their conduct in ibis respect before their con- 
stituents is too puzzling for us to unravel. 
We believe it to be strictly impossible for any 
constituency in the Colony to excuse their 
representatives in the present House, in over- 
looking the fact that onetwelfib ol the entire 
annual revenue is due the Colony, is unpaid — 
and yet no attempt has ever been made to col- 
lect it. Every tax-payer's packet has been 
robbed ; every tax-payer has had t" launch 
out from one to five dollars to make up the 
amount of the depletion, yet their representa- 
tives are perfectly undisturbed ut the knowl- 
edge that that amount, though not fraudulently 
obtained, has been fraudulently used, without 
a penalty being inflicted or the loss made 
good lo the Treasury. This may or may not 
be one of the evils of unpaid members ; but if 
such sums be overlooked, it would amply re- 
pay the people to pay faithful representatives 
salaries to lobk to their interests. So far as 
the Executive-in-Chief is concerned, he may 
excuse himself in this matter by stating that 
the whole matter lies in the hands of his legal 
adviser, the Attorney General. That doubt- 
less is a good official and legal excuse ; but 
whether it could be accepted us a good moral 
excuse, is quite another question. The public 
arc prone to look at the merits — the equity — 
of such a question, rather than be satisfied 
with an excuse founded upon official routine, 
however legal it may be. By routine, the 
whole matter ends with the Attorney General, 
and it is for the Colony lo hold that gentle- 
men responsible for a deficiency of nearly 
£2000, extracted from the Treasury over a 
year ago. 

Railway Clauses Consolidation Act 

We mentioned a few days ago Ilia intro- 
duction into the House of Assembly of two 
Bills relating to the enclosing lands for 
public works, and ihc construction of Kail- 
ways. Owing to the extreme length of tbe 
English Acts proposed to be introduced, we | 
could only allude to a few of llie leading 
provisions of one of the Land Clauses Con- 
solidation Act. It may, perhaps, be a mat- I 
ter of interest in the present railway move- j 
ment, that we should know something of j 
the railway clauses Act, which, if passed by 
our House of Assembly, will form the codo j 
of rules by which the construction of rail- 
ways in the Colony shall be regulated. The j 
English Ac!, which was passed in 181"). 
contains some lol clauses, most of which it ! 
is proposed either wholly or with modifier*- j 
lions to suit local circumstances, to adopt 
for this Colony. By the sixth section, the j 
power a railway company may have by their 
charter to construct a railway, must be ex- 
ercised subject both to the Laud Clauses and 
Railway Acts, the compensation for the 
land required and llie mode of determining 
its amount, lo bo regulated oy the former 
Act. According to the eighth section, the 
works of the railway are not lo be proceeded 
with until a plan and section of any altera- 
tions' from tbe plan accompanying the spe- 
cial net be deposited with the Surveyor 
General. These alterations, when they are 
required on account of a mistake in the 
original description, upon giving notice to 
the owners of Die land affected by it, may 
bo made before two Justices of the Peace, 
whose ceitificale of iho propriety of such 
change sbull'he deposited in the office of 
tli p Surveyor General. The company may 
make lateral deviations from the line de- 
lineased on iho plans, provided they do not 
in towns and villages, or land covered with 
buildings, extend to more than ten yard-;, 
and elsewhere to more than one hun- 
dred yards, but by the twenty-second sec- 
tion, the company may lake temporary pos- 
session of land contiguous lo toads, and not 
more than two hundred yards distant from 
iho centre line, for llie purpose of taking 
soil out of or depositing earth upon it; for 
tbo purpose of obtaining material for the 
construction of the road, or for ihc purpose 
of forming roads thereon lo the railway or 
alongside of it, ns long as such property 
may ho required-fornny of these purposes; 
Previously, however, notice of the company's 
intenlion lo appropriate the lands must be 
given to the owner or occupier, except in 
case of accident to Iho railway, when the 
land mny be taken immediately, ft is in 
Iho owner's power, however, in ordinary 
cases id objeut, and by taking certain steps be- 
fore two Justices of the Peaoo, arid showing 
that other land ought to bo taken, to liavo 
an order compelling the company lo exempt 



him aud lake tlio other laud. If tb.3 owner 
require it, ho may compel the company to 
give security for the payment of compensa- 
tion for damage done, or may compel Ihem 
to pu.rcria.in the hinds they have made use 
of. The Act also contains provisions for iho 
cons tructi on by the company of fences and 
gates along Hie line of loaj, and of bridges 
..whore requisite, either between two pieces 
of adjoining property, or al road crossings. 
By tbe Bixty-sixtll suction of the English Act, 
cases of dispute between the company and 
the authorities having the power to enforce the 
construction of any public roads and biidges, 
when it may be difficult to comply with the 
principal or special ael, aro referred to the 
Board M Trade for decision. Now although 
the powers exorcised by the Hoard of Trade 
under the twelfth seelion of the i-jiiglish 
Act have been by Mr. Cary in his bill trans- 
ferred luifie Surveyor General, yet by' some 
oversigkt-'he bus omitted to make tbo liko 
provision with regard to oections sixty-six 
and one hundred and twenty-four; this 
ought to be attended to before Hie bill be- 
comes law. With regard to mines, the com- 
pany does not obtain the right to any min- 
erals lying under the laud purchased by 
lhem, except for material for lha construc- 
tion of the road ; but if they consider the 
w. irking of the mines injurious In their road, 
ihey have iho privilege of preventing; t! C 
owner working them bj making him compel. - 
sation. On: point ofdilfeMnce between this 
act and most of those regulating' railways in 
America, is the privilego given to any party 
upon payment oi the regular tolls lo run his 
own engines and carriages on the company's 
toad. In a country such as this, dotted with 
minerals, such a provision will be found very 
useful. Willi respect tu the tolls and charges 
which the act allows to be taken, they are 
to be such reasonable ones ai the company 
may determine upon, not exceeding those 
authorized to be taken under the special act. 
The power of appeal from the decision of 
magistrates in the English Aet is given to 
the Quarter Sessions. It would be as well 
perhaps if the clauso were made to harmon- 
ize willi Iho act to regulate appeals which is 
now before the Huuse. In Iho Bill intro- 
ducing the Land Clauses Consolidation Act 
of 1845, the powei of appeal there given is 
transferred from the Quarter Sessions to the 
Chief Justice at lha Assizes. But this and 
other changes aro requisite to adapt the act to 
the condition of the country ,nnd will of course 
require the attention of the members of the 
Assembly. Among the points requiring to 
be attended to is another one respecting the 
penalties ami forfeitures imposed by justices 
of the peace. By the English Act, under the 
C. L. section, part goes lo the informer and 
the remainder to the overseers of iho poor, 
of which we have no representative in this 
country. We would advise the members ol 
the House to givo the English Ael their 
careful attention before Ihey puss it thiough 
Iheir hands, and not allow it lo be doctored 
the wrong way.

A lotter from the Colonial Secretary was rend, 
ipformlng the Council of the resolution passed by 
1 1 if House of Assembly With respect to a loan — 
viz.: — That tlic House was prepared to guarantee 
Ihe repayment of any loan raised by the City 
Council in conformity with the Incorporation Act; 
—and further stating that.tho Attorney-General 
would be instructed to aid the Council in the maa- 
• tire and introduce it to the Unimyind suggesting 
that a committee be appointed to confer with tLe 
Attorney-General forthwith. 

M. Lewis moved that the communication be 
placed on file, 

Mr, Scnrby thought a committee should be at 
once appointed. 

Mr. Hicks said it wan essentially necessary lo 
conform with the provisions of tliu Act, and the 
Council ought la obtain the doctoral vote of the 
citizens before any conference with tho Attorney- 
General was held. 

Mr. Copland ugroed, and read a resolution which 
he had prepared to meet this objection. 

Mr. Lewis' motion was then carried. 

A petition fiom Mr. Thou. Williams, praying 
that leave be granted to the subscriber to construct 
the sidewalk in front of hid property on Kane, 
street but the widl'a of that of his neighbors ad- 
joining, viz., feel, was t!ien read.

MOTIONS. 

Mr. Copland moved that all funds lo belong to 
the Corporation be paid iu to a Chartered bank in 
Victoria, on receipt of the same an account to 
be opened and kept iu the name of the Corpora- 
tion, and that all orders thereafter be signed by 
the Mayor and two Councillors before being paid 
by tho bank, and that Ihe said bank account be 
audited and compared with the vouchers monthly 
by Ihe Committee of Finance. 

An amendment proposed by Mr. Lewis, not be- 
in -j; seconded, fell to the ground, when the resolu- 
tion was carried. 

Mr. Copland moved that a Finance Committee 
be appointed, and authorised to take such steps as

ized to raise.

Kditoii British Colonist— -Si it : On Monday 
evening last the liirU' School, recently erected 
here, was formally opened by His Lordship tho 
Bishop of Columbia, which event called forth no 
liule demonstration, and which was most enthu- 
siastically celebrated by a public tea meeting. 

By far a greater number than ever assembled 
together before at a public tea-meeting at Nanai- 
mo, partook of t lie repast provided, which was ex- 
cellent, leaving nothing lo be desired. The very 
great respect in which trio founders of ibis Bchool 
are held, and the appreciation of their endeavors 
to meet the increased requirements of this town, 
showed itself by the great number who mot to- 
gether on this occasion, which is a proof thut such 
estimation is no mere formality. The tables were 
lined with happy, Moiling faces, and the room was 
very thickly sprinkled with ladies. 

Alter lea the Bishop opened the business of the 
evening in n r the r humorous and interesting 
speech, which was followed hv addresses from the 
ltevd-1. E. Cridge, J. li. Good, C. Iviiijic, and other 
gentlemen. The principles upon which the 
schools are to be conducted were explained iO the 
meeting by Ihe Kcv. Mr. Good, which, 1 believe, 
were most satisfactorily received. 

Two sermons on education were preached in St. 
Paul's Church, on Sunday last, to attentive and 
numerous congregations. That in the morning 
was preached by the Bishop, and that in the even- 
ing by the Rjv. 14. Cridge. Collections were 
made at the close of each service on behalf of the 
School Building Fund. 

WAUGUKATION OF A MTBHARY INSTITUTE AND 
SOCIETY AT N ANAIMO. 

On Tuosday evening a meeting was held iu tho 
new schoolroom for the above purpose. C. L. 
Nicol, Esq., presided, who opened the proceedings 
by a few observations, and then called on the 
Bishop to give a lecture on " The Rise and Pro- 
gress <>/ Literature nnd Science." Tho lecture 
throughout was eloquently delivered, and was 
creeled very warmly. Addresses on oilier sub- 
jects cognate lo tiie working of the Institute, etc , 
were delivered by the 1 Itcvds, K. Cridge, J. 11. 
Good, K. llohson, and C. ICnipc. The use of the 
new schoolroom has been kindly granted ror the 
purposes of the society, which, it is hoped, will 
prove one of the most permanent educational 
agencies in the colony. If it fails it will not bo 
because the scheme is impracticable, but from 
other and extraneous causes ; for the idea itself 
contains a germ of life which we hope to see very 
soon begin to fructify. It is unnecessary to dilmc 
on the advantages of such an institution in this 
neighborhood, as they arc sufficiently known to 
every person. Every one hero should accord to it 
a hearty support, and then the area of its useful- 
ness will assuredly, in time, be extended ; nnd the 
recreations of a salutary character provided by tiiis 
society will probably prevent many procuring for 
themselves such as may prove most prejudicial.

Towing Out Vcaaela.

Kditoii Biutisii Colonist: Sin — In the 
t'hroni In of Ihe 2!ith nppcars a paragraph where- 
in the fact of II. M. gunboat (the Grnppler) hav- 
ing towed out the bark Architect, is set forth as 
an improper •' interference with commerce"— the 
Otter and Caledonia both being in the harbor at 
Ihe time. 

Permit me, knowing the fact, to infirm the 
writer that ihe captain of the Architicl had 110 in- 
tention of engaging a tow-boat; but the Grnppler 
being ui.dcr stonm on her way lo Esquimau, Com- 
mander Verniy courteously volunteered lo take 
her out, which olfer was thankfully accepted. 

On the 15th of November, 1861, the bark Gold 
Hunter grounded in the Gulf of Georgia, one of 
the above named boats, on her way from New 
Westminster, passed, offering no assistance; the 
Grappler, then laying buoys at the mouth of the 
Eraser, came to her- assistance and succeeded in 
gelling hor afloat. 

On the 10th of June, this year, the baik Scot- 
land giounlH outside jthe harbor. The captain 
came to Victoria, and, although one if not both the 
boats mentioned in tho Chronicle, was or were in 
the harbor, he was unable to ongago assistance — 
tho capta n then waited 011 Commander Verney, at 
Esquimalt, who immediately ordered steam to be 
got up, although thin past midnight, and after 
wolkillg two tides succeeded in gelliru' her olf. 

I could mention other i:. stances where, but for 
the timely assistance of the commanders and erews 
of gunboats, the commerce of the place inlghthnvo 
met with si rious interference indeed by tho loss of 
ships, and consequent unwillingness of owners to 
rink their property in our waters; and 1 therefore 
express regret that any paragraph should appear 
casting the slightest reflection 011 the actions of 
parties who have, in my opinion, done much to 
further Ihe commercial interests of this place.

McDonald Sufferinp; from tha "Horrors." 

The annexed extract from D. G. P. Me 
Donald's book on British Columbia and Van 
couver Island, is the greatest collection of lies 
ever put together. Here, no denial of such 
consummate: lulsehoods as it contains is neces- 
sary. Hut abroad, where this extract has 
found its way, it may be partially believed. 
Thut, however, is scarcely possible, us we ob- 
serve thut some ol our English exchanges re- 
gard Ihe picture as entirely overdrawn. . It 
seems that McDonald has aimed at sliillint' 
tho British public with these lies simply with 
a view to damage this country, but has missed 
his uiin by overdoing bis design. In the next 
edition of the work — if it should ever reach 
one, which we think will never be the case — 

I there should be on the title page " By Mr. 
McDonald, the Greatest Liar of the Ago." 
Here is the extract on '•Society in British 

I Columbia" : 

: " As may be supposed, the stale of society 
' is low in the extreme, and life and properly 
I arc fur Irom secure. Night and day bands ol 
j murderous looking ruffians prowl about and 
I commit the most atrocious robberies. Indeed 
I no account of tlic discomlort and crimes en- 
countered at the gold fitlds,how»ver exaggera- 
I led, can eo:ne near the reality. No man 
j thinks of moving from bis tent, by night or by 
day, without every burrcl of his revolver 
charged ami ready lor use. At the British 
Columbian mines, as at all oth-. rs, the miner 
dare not lie down a night without a deadly 
weapon at his side, and a companion mi the 
watch to guard him from murder and robbery 
Thus they work ami watch and sleep mid live 
in constant dread of deulll. Some have at- 
tached to their treasury box dogs ol the 
fiercest kind, to whom human blood is more 
than palatable. At the darkest hour of night 
the agonizing shriek and ihe muffled ci v is 
heard of some poor wretch who is gagged ami 
murdered, Hut you dare not intcrlcre unless 
you desire yourself to In: shot and to have 
your tent sacked. Even iu the broad light ol 
day, from hiding places in the clefts of rocks, 
from the eternal snows of tin; Rocky Moun- 
tains, willi 110 witness but the all-seeing eye 
of Cod, have ascended many a cry from lips 
which never opened more. 

At Black Hock liar, on Rock Cicelc, on 
duly 1(1 last, two men, respectively named 
Frank f'orier and David Barr, had a dispute 
about a mining claim, when Porter shot Hair 
through the heart. Hair died instantly, and 
the murderer has not yet bet 11 arrested. This 
is. however, but one instance out of a hundred, 
All the passes to these regions have become 
extremely dangerous, being infested by In- 
dians who plunder wayfarers with perfect im 
punity. Arrest is impossible, and Ihe Govern- 
ment is unwilling to proceed '.villi the strong 
hand, fearing that the lirst blow would be fol- 
lowed by an expensive and bloody Indian war. 
Their policy is, however, unsound. At the 
mines the waste of life is extreme. The greater 
number die prematurely through overtasking 
their physical powers, and those who survive, 
although they may be rich in money, ure gen- 
erally bankrupt in health and happiness, 

Captain Semnies of tho Con federate 
Steamer "Alabama." 

Capt. linger, ol the ship Prilliaut, of Xew 
York, which was captured mid burned by 
Capt. Seinnies, of the Confederate steamer 
" No. 280," or Alabama, gives the lollovving 
description of that officer, and his manner of 
capturing prizes : 

However much Scmmcs may have had the 
appearance el' a gentleman w hen an officer ol 
the United .Slates Navy, he has entirely 
changed now. He sports a huge mustache, 
the ends of which are waxed in a manner lo 
throw that of Victor Emmanuel entirely in 
the shade, and it is evident that it occupies 
much of his attention. His steward waxes it 
every day carefully, and so prominent is it 
that the sailors of the Alabama term him "Old 
Beeswax." Hi3 whole appearance is that of 
a corsair, and the trauslorniatioti appears lo 
be complete froinCommandcr Raphael Senimcs. 
U. S. Navy, ton combination ol Lulitte, Kidd. 
and (iibbs, three most notorious pirates the 
world has ever k nou n. 

The officers of the Alabama are reported as 
very dainty gentlemen. In plundering a ship 
they take nothing hut articles that suit them. 
II replenishing their stores they invariably re 
jeet brown sugar, taking nothing but the best 
loaf. With kid gloves it is the same ; they 
refuse colors, nnd will have nothing but pure 
white. And so it is with them all ihe way 
through. They appropriate everything they 
find worth having, nnd destroy the rest, and 
are pirates in every sense ol the word, except 
that Ihey do not take life — or, rather, have 
not yet done so. 

When Cupt. Hager left the Alabama there 
were between -10 and 50 of the crews of the 
different vessels she had destroyed still oil 
board. They were con lined below in irons, 
where every drop of rain loll on them, and 
every sea that cume aboard the ves el washed 
over them, nnd the poor fellows urc in a ter- 
rible plight, -having lost everything with the 
vessels they belonged to, the pirate permitting 
no baggage, except the very smallest quantity, 
to be brought away from the prizes before 
they were destroyed. They had the satisfaction 
of knowing, however, that it con Id not be long 
before they would be released ; for Semmes 
could not uffui'd to have his ship tilled up with 
prisoners. . 

The plan that Setninos has adopted to 
bring fish to his net is as follows : It will be 
«eeu at a glance that the position he was 
last reported in was in the track of many 
vessels bound lo and Irom Europe, Turn is 
ihe position ho has chosen lo do Ihe great- 
est possible amount of destruction, uml ho 
certainly has been most successful. When- 
ever ho captures a ship, after taking from 
her all llia't he and his officers want, bo lays 
by her until dark, and then sets her on tiie. 
The light of the burning ship can be seen 
many miles and every oilier ship within 
seeing distance etands towards tho light, 
thinking lo rescue a number of poor fellows 
from destruction. The pirate keeps in the 
immediate vicinity, awaiting the prey that is 
sure to come, and the next morning the pour 
fellows who hnve, to serve the cause of hu- 
manity, gone many miles out of their course, 
lind themselves under the guns of the Ala- 
bama, with the certainty that before another 
twenty-four hours they will share Ihe fate of 
the ship they came to serve. The plan will 
enable him to destroy an inunonsu amount 
of properly without much cruising, lie can 
lay in one position anil gather the snips 
around him during the night ready for oper- 
ations on the corning day lor weeks to come ; 
for it will be a iong lime before his depre- 
dations can be made known, so that our un- 
suspecting merchantmen will be on the look- 
out lor him. 

Again, he will be enabled to cruise for an 
indefinite length of time, for he uses uu coal, 
depending on his canvass entirely, which, it 
seems, is all sufficient for his purpose. He 
carries stores for eight months and can al- 
ways replenish from the prizes he may 
take, lie will he here to-day, there to-mor- 
row, and will he certain to bo found where 
no one is looking for him. Looking for him 
vill be like '• looking for a needle in 11 bottle 
of liny," and with the majority of vessels 
we have cruising nt llio piesent time, should 
one of them be fortunate enough to see him, 
all we shall benefit thereby will be a look, 
and so it will continue to be until \vj have 
ships of greater speed than we now possess 
or expect soon to have.
